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MONG the many Authors, con. 
werſant with the Art of Phyſict, there 
are none certainly better qualify'd 


either for the Theory, or Practice, than 


thoſe who. have had a thorough Inſight 


in the Linnen, or the Woollen Manufacture: 
| and, as this is a Study wherein the Ancient: 
were entirely defective, and in a Manner 


peculiar to our Country, 'tis no Wonder 


that the State of Phyſick and Diſeaſes has, 


for ſome Centuries, been in ſuch- a lan- 
guiſhing Condition. For Foreigners are 


not only incapable of attaining this Know- 
ledge, but thoſe of our own Countrymen, 


are ſent to the Univerſities, where they 
run a Wild-Gooſe Chaſe thro? the ſeveral 
Arts and Sciences, which ſerve rather to 
Nec A 2 perplex

perplex and confound our Cogiration, than 
to inſtruct. and inform it. 

For my Part, as the firſt Rudiments of our 
Knowledge were laid in that Great Metro- 
polis, where you now reſide, and, as we 
commenc'd Philoſophers and Phyſicians in 
the Shop, I cannot ſufficiently applaud 

the Advantages of an Education, which 
has made us ſo conſiderable in our 
Profeſſion, I wiſh indeed, I had made 
the ſame Improvements as your ſelf, 
tho*, I thank my Stars, T am tolera- 
bly reſpected, when I appear in Publick, 
and deliver my Salut iferous Arcana to the 
- Multitude. But the Linger Literati were 
always the Politeſt Gentlemen, and had the 
Advantage of our Moollen Sef, by their 
Converſation with” the Ladies,” and the 
Gaiety of their Behaviour. And as to you, 
Dear Dr. you have exceeded the moſt 
Sanguine of our Expectation, and the 
moſt accompliſh*d Profeſſer of the Trade : 
Your modeſt Familiarity, your languiſh- 
ing unaffected Air, your hamil Cringe, as 
Milton expreſſes himſelf, and your harmo- 
nous Elocution are inimitable, and cannot 
chuſe but gain a Multitude of Patients, and 
a Mulciplicity of Applauſe, while the Pro- 
tervity 
frights the Diſtem 
tbe Habit, Thus 


of: the Scholars Countenance af- 
per and reverts it ap 
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Thus, the fine Gentleman being blended 
with the Phyſician, like the bilioſe Salis 
throughout an healthy Conſtitution by a 
due Proportion, a Man is form'd equally 
either for Pleaſure or for Buſineſs ; and, I 
will be bold to ſay, you are full as capable 
of carrying on an Affair of Gallantry, or 
wes into the Politicks of the Cabinet, 
as of preſcribing either a Chſter or a 
Vomit» A great Genius is no more to 
be ſmother'd, than the Sabterraneas Fire 
to be extinguiſh'd by the Abyſs of Water in 
your Theory; and, had you till continu'd 
your prior Occapation, I don't doubt but 
you would have made as bright a Figure 
in the Court of Aldermen, and at the Sum- 


mit of City Honours, as you do now in the 


Profeſſion, and the Greſbamites would 
have receiv'd as much Encouragemeat 
from your Authority, as they do emolu- 
ment from your Lectures. 
But, beſides the many Qualifications that 
of Studies inſtill into us, there is 
one that muſt be allow'd to be more ſub- 
ſtantial, and to compleat us for the Steerage 
of the Life of Man. For, by looking inte 
and comparing the various Weavings and 
Ramitfications of the Threads of Muſlin or 
Holland, the different and ſurpriſing Tex - 
ture, as well as manifold Interſections, af 
the

the Capillary Veſſels, may be deduced, 
and an agreeable Rationale of the Mecha- 
nifm of our Frame demonſtrated, in a Man- 
ner ſomething new to thoſe of an Acade- 
mical Eancation, Hence it was Dr. Baynard 
ſtil'd you, Sir Tyffany Sleezy, the Muſlin 
Man *; a Propriety of Expreſſion that 
will bear the Tortures of the ſevere#t Chri- 
ticiſm. For, however the World have 
commonly miſtook him, That Gentleman, 
you know, was well acquainted with 

our Extenſive Obſervations and Abili- 
ties ; He was truly ſenſible chat nothing 
but Kyighthood could be the Recompence 
of your Merit, and that *twould be as 
becoming, and fit as eaſie on you, as on 
any of the Faculty who enjoy it. 


But now, Sir, I am upon the Subject of 


our youthful Studies and Enquiries, give 
me leave to remember what uſeful Ex- 
periments we have made, what excellent 


Hints and Speculations have been ſtarted 


and improved by Us, in Places entirely 
obſcure, in Coal Holes, in Cellars, and be- 
hind the Counter, and oftentimes when 
we were Cleaning Shoes, paring Floors, or 
doing the moſt ſervile Offices of Life.

riors. The Beautiful Goddeſs Venus her 
ſelf, according to the Poets Fiction, bears 
ſome Analogy to our preſent Circum- 
ſtances, and proceeded as they tell Us, 
from the very Frorh and Scum of the 
Ocean. 

Tho? the Cleaning of Shoes may be 
accounted the meaneſt Drudgery of 
Septennial Servirude, yet we found out, 
you may remember, a Method of making 
even that Office, ſerviceable to our ſelves 
and to Mankind, and of drawing proper 
| Inferences and Deductions from the Me- 
chaniſm of that Suppeditory Machine. 
For, as this gave us a true Idea of 
the Ligaments and Tendons, and of ſome 
of the Articulations of the Bones, ſo the 
Poroſity of the Leather, and rhe Suction 
of the Particles of Oy/ and Size, inform'd 
us alſo, of the Uſe of Oyls and Unctious Re- 
medies, of the Doctrine of Tranſpiration, 
and how the Ventricle and other Viſcera 
and Yeſlels were capable of Diſtenſion. 


Certain 
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Certain it is, tho, I muſt confeſs I can- 
not well Account for it, that we Think 
and Reaſon with a Sedateneſs more cal#: 
and undiftarb*d, in Vaults and Caverns, 
and other ſubterranean Cottages, than when 
Elevared above the Surface of the Earth. 
Whether the different Strata being won⸗ 


| derfully diſplayed by that great Author of 


our Nature, as you formerly obſerved, 
the Contemplation of them may not che- 
quer our Imagination with various Images 
and Idea's ; or whether a Man, being 
nothing elſe than a Tree reverd, and 
his Head the Root of him, as ſome Philo- 
ſophers have opir'd, it is not probable 
that, when we place him among his fellow

Diſtemper, had not his under-ground Ob- 
ſcurity, in the Firſt of Life, exalted his 
Cogitation and his Pharmacy to ſuch a

*Tis Uaiverſally agreed, Sir, that your 
late Performance is unanſwerable; but 
our Dexterity, in the Art of Writing 
Fee is ſuch, that, as Ariſtotle drew 
the Laws of Epic Terug from the Model 
of the Sublime Homer, ſo never any Preface 
for the Future will be look'd upon as a 
Perfect Piece that borrows not its Sanction 
from your Standard. For, without en- 
tring into a detail of the ſeveral Alluſions 
and Conjectures that have been hitherto 


advanced, there is this aſe undoubtedly in 


thoſe forerunners of large Volumes, that a 


Man may commend him ſelf in them, with- 


out being guilty of the leaſt Grain of 
Vanity), which if he once Attempts in 
the Body of a Performance, his Character 
is loſt to all Intents and Purpoſes.

this ſort of Juſtice to your ſelf, I ſhalt 
leave the World to judge; ſure I am that 
-whoever would learn the Artifice of al- 
luring and captivating his Reader, muſt 
Place, like You, an * Aphoriſm in the very 
Threſhold of his Preface and take Oc- 
caſion to infinuate that it requires a 
Perſon of vaſt Capacity and Abilities to diſ- 
cuſs a Subject of ſuch Conſequence.
